It never was intended, nor 
conld it have l>een safe in the Con- 
stitution, to bavo given to Congress 
thns assembled in Convention the 
right to object to any vote, or even 
to question whether they were Con- 
stitutionally or properly given. This 
right of determining on the manner 
in which the Electol-s shall vote—the 
inquiry into the qualifications, *nd 
the pjnards necessary to prevent dis- 
qualified or improver men voting, 
and to inanre the vot« s being legally 
given—resta and is exclusively vested 
in the State Legislatures. If it ia 
necessary to have guaixU against im- 
proper elections of Electors, and to 
institute tribunals to inquire into 
their qualifications, with the State 
Legislatures and with them alone 
rests the power to institute them, 
and they must exercise it. To pive 
to Congress, even when assembled in 
Convention, a right to reject or ad- 
mit the votes of States would have 
been so gross and dangerous an ab- 
snrdity M the framers of the Consti- 
tution never could have been guilty 
of.

CAPITAL Pl'XISHittENT. 


Assemplj-man Or«y has introduced 


a bill to abolish capital punishment 
Now, while we admit that it seems 
barbarous and severe to take a life 
for a life, yet we are not prepared to 
admit that tbe abolition of capital 
punishment is just the thing for Ne 
vada at the present time. There are 
in this Stnte a large number of cut 
throats, roughs and blacklegs, who 
frequently startle the moral portion 
of our people with tlit-ir deeds of vio- 
Iflnce. 
It stands to reason that if 


they can bo so lawless with the fear 
of capital punishment hanging over 
them, that were that fear removed 
they 
would 
immediately become 


worse, and the comparative safety 
now guaranteed to law-abiding citi- 
zens become greatly lessened. Sta- 
tistics prove that in all those States 
wljere capital punishment Las been 
abolished, that murder has increased, 
and surely if it has this effect in the 
Eastern States where tbe scale of 
morality is highsr than it is on tliis 
coast, the result will be even worse 
bore. We believe that many are de- 
terred from committing murder be- 
cause of the fear of banging. By no 
means, then, should this check to 
limitless lawlessness be removed. 
Imprisonment for life may be a se- 
vere punishment, but the hope of 
pardon or escape robs it of the ter- 
rors which surround hanging. Cap- 
ital punishment should not be abol- 
ished in this State.
